The colorful Campbell was also 
awarded the most scientific boxer 
award.

The match was handled by the 
guest of honor, Tonto, faithful 
Indian companion of the Lone 
Ranger. Tonto had his work cut 
out for him. Both boys slugged 
it out toe to toe over the’ three 
rounds but Campbell, connecting 
on short jabs to the head and 
body, proved more aggressive even 
than Tonto. 


Best club award went to the 
host Totem Athlietic Club. The 
Alex Strain-coathed club won 
five championships and three 
runner-up awards. 


Adjudged top bout of the two- 
day show was the Friday night 
scrap between Wally Louis of 
Vernon and St. Mary’s Benny 
Pierre. Both boys brought the 
crowd to their feet throughout 
their three-round battle. The two 
scrappers hit the canvas three 
times each. Louis received the 
decision. 

Louis injured his shoulder in 
this fight and was unable to com- 
pete in the final Saturday even- 
ing against tough Len Johnston 
of Totem. Pierre substituted for 
him. He should have stayed home. 

Johnston unleashed a combina-

Emergency telegrams were sent by Native Brotherhood 
of B.C. President Robert Clifton and Native Voice Publisher 
Maisie Hurley urging the federal government to reinstitute 
the Union Steamship service on the Pacific Coast. _ 

Telegrams described the plight of coast Natives left without ade- 
quate service in times of accident or sickness and pleaded with Minister 
of Citizenship E. D. Fulton and Minister of Transport George Hees 
to put the boats back on their runs. ; . 

Cancellation of the service to lower B.C. points was forced early this 
year when the federal government withdrew its subsidy to the steamship 


line.

A 
member of Alberta’s Blood Indian tribe, Senator Gladstone 
is the first Indian to hold a senate post in Canada. In his 
Native tongue he is known as Akay-Na-Muka or “Many Guns.” 


I suppose by now you have heard the news that I 
have been appointed to the Senate of Canada. It is 
a great tribute, not only to me but to all the Indians of 
the Dominion. 

I want to state that I will do my best for our people. 
During my work with the Indian Association of Alberta 
I became familiar with the problems which confront 
us on the prairies, and on my trips to Ottawa I got 
to know many of the eastern people. 

As you know, I have made several visits to the 
Indians on the coast and the interior of B.C. and know 
about some of their problems. Also, by being a reader 
of “The Native Voice,” as well as your personal friend, 
I have gained much information about what the Brother- 
hood is trying to do. I think that you and “The Native 
Voice” are doing splendid work for the welfare of the 
Indian peoples of Canada. 

It was only today that I received the news about 
the appointment, but already I have had many phone

May I add my admiration and thanks to Andy Paull, Alex 
Strain, Ellen Neel, Frank Johnston, Bill MacDonald, and that 
great big “Chief Flying Voice” Jack Short for helping to put 
on the finest show I have ever seen in Vancouver, and thereby 
educating the Whites with regard to Indians..

IN ISOLATED AREAS 


Plea for Stricken People. 


rr OF the most desperate situations ever faced by British Columbia 
_ is the complete isolation of our Coastal villages by withdrawal of 
Union Steamship passenger service. Our coast is the lifeline for the de- 
velopment of our natural resources. 

Most villages are now entirely dependent on a very limited plane 
service which cannot always be counted on due to grounding by bad 
weather. 

Bella Coola seems to be the hardest hit — as in the winter residents 
cannot drive out through the new road due to heavy snow and bad roads 
making it impossible to cross the divide. The old people dislike planes. 
Should there be a bad epidemic or disaster and should the planes be 
grounded, what chance would those isolated villages have of survival? 
As it is, they are short of supplies. 

Hundreds of loggers, fishermen, whites and Indians are suffering 
from the stupidity of the powers that be. One cheerful thought is that 
thousands of willing voters, possibly Conservatives, Social Crediters 
and Liberals will be hampered when voting. That alone should awaken 
the “Nobility” in the hearts (?) of our charming Politicians. 

We appeal to our thousands of white friends, and to the Indians who 








can vote, fishermen and loggers, to act quickly and wire Ottawa to 
listen to the plan of the Union S.S. whereby the good ship “Catala” can 
resume the faithful service of 50 years to these desperate people. 


I have known Union S.S. vessels to alter their course to pick up 
passengers or injured people, so boys, start mushing and let’s show our 
teeth. 

* We are all united in this desperate situation, so let’s start hammer- 
ing at the Minister of Transport, Minister of Citizenship and Immigration 
at Ottawa. The Brotherhood and the Native Voice are already knocking 
hard at Ottawa’s door — so get on the Band Wagon. 


‘TIS A GOOD MAN 


Who Knows His Father F- 


-\\ T LAST we know where our British Columbia wild men 

come from. The other day we had a visitor, Dan Baker 
of the Capilano Indian Reserve whose eyes are always snap- 
ping with laughter. His great sense of humor is like a brac- 
ing tonic. 

Coming into my office he hailed me with, “Hi, Sesquatch.” 
I looked up and said, ‘Who, me? No, I am a Scotsman.” Dan 
said, ‘““That’s what I mean, Sesquatch, Scotsman. We Indians 
know who you are.” 

So our “one and only’ Dan proceeded to tell me that 
“Maybe 100 years ago that famous Scotsman, Simon Fraser, 
came down the Fraser River, named after him, in a big 
canoe; followed by other canoes filled with huge Scots. 

“One of the canoes overturned into the rough rapids and 
the bodies were never found. Years after, while hunting, the 
Squamish Indians came upon huge, wild, hairy wildmen, 
giants between seven and eight feet in height. 

“The Squamish hunters greeted them with ‘We are In- 
dians, what are you?’ The wild hairy giants answered ‘We 
are Scotsmen.’ The Indians not being able to pronounce 
Scotsmen called them Sesquatch.”

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visited 15 different tribes; 15 
tribes responded most willingly 
and with apparent gratitude. 

This kind of response leaves no 
doubt that there has been a.cry- 
ing need for truer and better 
understanding amongst the Coastal 
Indians and that they were aware 
of its need. 

It required only some one with 
enough courage and sincerity to 
launch the movement. Jack was 
that man and Alex McCarthy was 
as quick and willing to assist. 
UNITY THE OBJECTIVE 

The primary aim of this move- 
ment is to get the Indians to- 
gether under the most favorable 
conditions possible, to get to know 
one another better and thereby 
learn to trust one another more 
and more. 

Should those aims be realized, 
then Jack’s dreams will come to 
fruitation and Alex McCarthy’s 
fondest hopes will have been 
realized. 

Jack has worked tirelessly for

this end now for quite some time, 
leying the necessary foundations, 
feeling out cautiously and with 
wisdom. Finally, in September of 
1957, he and Alex launched out 
and called a meeting of a handful 
of men at J. Gallic’s home, in Al- 
berni. Only a few men sat in 
that first meeting but it was the 
beginning of a movement that 
was to embrace the entire Coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

.To mention but a few outstand- 
ing folk who first helped Jack in 
his initial periods, I would say 
that J. Gallic Sr., Wm. Tatoosh 
Jr., Allen Dick, Alex Thomas and’ 
Mrs. Dolly Watts were among the 
most avid supporters. 

To be sure, others came is as 
eagerly but the trial period was 
over. To date, the southern-most 
tribe includes the Pachenahts and 
the northern-most, the Kyuquots, 
embracing some 15 tribes and will 
eventually involve some 2,200 men, 
women and children.

ras for many years as the manager and coach of the 
North Shore Indian Lacrosse Club, the only Indian Mann 


Cup finalists in Canada (1936), Andy is a recognized authority 
on Indian affairs throughout Canada. As president of the North 
American Indian Brotherhood, he represents his people before 
the government’ on many important conferences. Andy Paull 
has dedicated his life to improving the living conditions of 
Canada’s native people. The success of these efforts are known 
and appreciated from coast to coast. 


Andy has coached Indian athletes in lacrosse, baseball, 
soccer, track and field and Indian war canoe racing, as well 
as being the musical instructor and director of the Squamish 
Indian Orchestra. 


He, as president of the Totem Athletic Club, Alex Strain, 
Ellen Neel, Jack Short, and the remainder of its organizers, did 
a tremendous job this year in making the 1958 Buckskin 
Gloves an outstanding success. 
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B.C. Indian Leader Dies in Prince Ru 


One of British Columbia’s best-known Native leaders and 
a founder of the Native Brotherhood of B.C. passed away in 
Prince Rupert last month. He was Bill Beynon, the last sur- 
vivor among the four men who met while storm bound on the 
Queen Charlottes in the ’thirties and formed the Native Brother- 


of B.C. 

But Bill, in addition to active 
participation in the Native Brother- 
hood for many years as secretary, 
manager, and for a period north- 
ern business agent, was also an 
authority on Indian history. 

The 70 year old man of keen 
intellect and lively wit, supplied 
much of the Pacific Coast material 
used by Marius Barbeau in his 
books on Canada’s Indians and 
himself authored and co-authored 
considerable literature on _ the 
Tsimpsians in particular. 

For Bill, born in Victoria, was 
a Tsimpsian and his wide knowl- 
edge of his people drew such 
authorities as Barbeau and Henry 
S. Wellcume in their research on 
Native history. 
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He worked with the department 
of anthropology, on enthnology, ac- 
cording to his brother Jack, one- 
time editor of The Native Voice 
and formerly an active partici- 
pant in Native affairs. 

Bil Benyon was consultant for 
Columbia and Harvard Univer- 
sities on the Native tribes of B.C., 
with particular accent, of course, 
on the Tsimpsians. . 

He made a trip with Sir 
Ernest MacMillan and Marius 
Barbeau sonte] years ago, re- 
cording old and original Native 
songs sung by the Indian people 
themselves. 

A noted British Columbia author 
and one of his close friends, 
Francis Dickie of Heriot Bay, got 
together with Bill and they jointly 
prepared numerous Indian stories 
which were printed in the Van- 
ycouver Province a good many 
years ago and added to the stock 
of known legends of the original 
inhabitants of the coast. 

Dickie described Beynon as a 
“really great authority” on the 
Native population of the province. 

Bill Beynon was more or less 
retired in recent years, living at 
Port Edward and doing some writ- 
ing. 

While he was fishing in the 
’thirties, he was stormbound on 
the Queen Charlottes with three 
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other men and their discussions 
revolved around the necessity 
for some form of organisation to 
further the welfare and culture 
of British Columbia Natives. 
With™him were the late Alfred 
Adams, first president of the 
Native Brotherhood which was 
formed shortly afterward, Wil- 


liam Dudoward, and Ambrose 


Reid, all of them now dead. 


It was out of these discussions 
that the Native Brotherhood was 


born. 

Bill fished off and on in recent 
years and was with Nelson Bros. 
at Port Edward for quite a time. 

But he tad recurring heart 
trouble in the past few years, suf- 
fering an attack a few months be- 
fore his death at midnight Febru- 
ary 8 in Prince Rupert General 
Hospital. 

‘Memorial services were held in 
Prince Rupert Tuesday night after 
which the body was scheduled to 
be taken to Port Simpson for 
burial Friday. Funeral services 
which many friends attended, took 
place the same day. 

Bill Beynon leaves to mourn 
him his loving partner of many 
years, his wife Dorothy. Also sur- 
viving are a son, William, Jr., and 
a daughter, Mrs. Ethel Ross, of 
Port Simpson. 

Two brothers also survive, Jack 
in Vancouver and Jim in North 
Vancouver. 

Bill Beynon’s passing will bring 
grief to many. It cuts another tie 
with the past but his work in 
recording what has gone before 
will remain on the pages of many 
books, a valuable contribution to 
the history of the province and its 
people.

He said the 
community proved this last year 
when it decided the new school 
would serve all La Ronge young- 
sters, as Mr. Lloyd put it: “All 
could come freely and all would 
be welcome.” 


He said a school system should 
encourage competency, curiosity, 
conscience and courage. “We must 
help our young people become 
competent in the use of their 
minds and hands and in living 
well together.” 

On curiosity, he said, “Only by 
knowing more about our problems, 
do we really learn.” Conscience, 
he stated, governed our ideas of 


right and wrong; and courage en- 


abled people to be “different from 
the group, when being different 
seems the right thing to be. It al- 
ways takes courage to do the new 
and the untried.” 


The Rev. Stanley Cuthand, pres- 
ident of the La Ronge school 
board, was opening ceremony 
chairman. He traced educational 
development in La Ronge. 

Harry Houghton, La Ronge over-. 
seer, said the new school was “a 
lovely dream come true.” 

Allan Guy, school principal, said 
he hoped that with parent. and 
student help “we can send out 
into the stream of life students of 
whom our school, our community, 
our province and our nation can 
be justly proud.”
